What the coming months may bring forth 
none of us dare forecast. The battle-smoke 
has hardly dispersed.

waits to be redrawn. New ideas are muster-

ship is asserting itself fiercely. The problem 
remains—how to make the world safe for 


. democracy, and how to make democracy safe 
. against the foes that are of its own house- 


hold. Serious men recognize that to solve 
this supreme problem we must invoke re- 
sources and energies which are spiritual rather 


' than political. 


Across the threshold of the new era the idol 
of brute force lies shattered—like Dagon “on 
the grunsel edge, when he fell flat, and shamed 
Yet even that overthrow is 


one race would enslave other races at any 


cost has been openly judged and doomed. 


But we may dethrone tyranny without estab- 
lishing the free brotherhood of mankind. To 
ring out the false is far easier than to ring in 
the true. Babylon is fallen: but the city of 
God waits to be reared by those who are his 
fellow-workers. 


Down the avenues of the future shines the 
hope of a League of Nations, and our hearts 
leap up as when we behold a rainbow in the 
sky. But for such a League to prove living 
and lasting, it must mean far more than mu- 
tual insurance against: war. It must express: 
some genuine unity of spirit; and therefore it 
must rest ultimately upon spiritual ideals and 
judgments held in common. This new fellow- 
ship requires nothing less than a change of 
heart. In other words, the true League of 
Nations will be the outcome of true relations. 
established between human souls in many 
lands and their invisible King. The alliance 
of mankind cannot consist in mere institutions 
or formal covenants: it must proceed from 
“the acceptance of common spiritual values, 
based on a common vision of God.”’ 

So mighty and momentous are the issues 
which challenge the Christian church to-day. 
Its gospel of brotherhood, through reconcilia- 
tion with the eternal Father, never had such 
unhindered scope. For the emptiness of time 
becomes also the fulness of time. This new 
era, whose vistas open before us, cries out for 
the ancient reconciling Word, apart from 
which it cannot be made perfect. To build 
up the fabric of human fellowship there is no 
cement except the redeeming love of God. 
And so the world’s emergency must reinspire 
the church’s passionate confession: ‘‘Woe is 
me, if I preach not the gospel.” 

This challenge comes home like a command 
to those who inherit the church’s great mis- 
sionary tradition. After the old Roman Em- 
pire broke in pieces it was the missionary 
monks{Wwho did most to conquer and draw 
together its conquerors, by the power of 
Christ’s message. ‘To-day Christianity has 
another matchless opportunity to create a 
new and happier union among the peoples of 
mankind. We are called ‘“‘to follow the foot-

steps of Paul, of Gregory, of Boniface, of 
Xavier, Eliot, and Livingstone.’ We are 
charged to carry the same spiritual treasures 
to those who need them most—to barbarous 
races cramped by the fetters of primitive cus- 
tom, to fatalist Oriental nations, to modern 
peoples in bondage to militarism and secu- 
larity—until they become no more strangers 
and foreigners, but fellow-citizens in the king- 
dom of God. 

To achieve the unity of the world demands 
anew unity in the church. By its very genius 
Christianity must be international and uni- 
versal. And Christians who in these terrible 
years have come through the fiery furnace 
together are discovering that their bonds are 
burnt away. One great symbol and instru- 
ment of unity we possess in Holy Scripture. 
To most Englishmen, and to most Americans, 
Christianity is the religion of the Bible. In 
their churches, in their homes, in their per- 
sonal experience, they pay homage to one 
Book as the standard of belief and conduct. 
And this is the only book on earth which de- 
serves to be called universal. To-day the 
New Testament is speaking in six hundred 
different human languages, declaring that God

President Wilson Accepts the

An Appeal to 
Christian People Everywhere 


Realizing the momentous days which lie ahead in the 
reconstruction period, the American Bible Society issued on 
February 26th, through the press, the following call to all 
Christian people to give themselves to prayer for wisdom to 
meet the new issue: 


“One of the important accompaniments of the world war, now happily 
ended, is the unmistakable evidence that God is turning the hearts of the people 
everywhere to himself. The soldiers in the trenches and camps read their Testa- 
ments and sought their heavenly Father’s care and strength as never before; 
people in civilized lands are seeking for God’s grace and for his guidance for the 
great work of reconstruction that now lies before them, while those in the four 
continents and the isles of the seas who have so long sat in darkness are now 
eagerly looking for light. The divinely-given longings of men must be satisfied, 
their acknowledged needs must be met, the world must be reconstructed on the 
sure basis of the teachings of Jesus Christ. Such an opportunity was never 
before given to Christ’s followers, and such a duty never before laid upon their 
shoulders. Shall we embrace this opportunity? Shall we perform this duty? 

“The oracles of God are committed-to the followers of Jesus Christ as a 
mighty trust for the benefit of God’s children everywhere throughout the world. 
Shall we administer this trust with faithfulness and zeal? 

‘*“At this time, as never before in our day, indifference is a crime. Every- 
where there is a spiritual hunger and thirst. 

“Every agency that can help in establishing God’s kingdom must be em- 
ployed and adequately supported. The church at home must be enthused; 
missionaries, now all too few, must be increased in numbers and must be given 
whatever is required for efficient service in their various fields. Bibles must 
be printed in every language and placed in the outstretched hands of people 
everywhere, and religious instruction must be given to all peoples according to 
their need. 

“Who is sufficient for these things? Surely they cannot be accomplished 
without God’s help. That help can be had for the asking, if the asking is in 
faith, nothing doubting. We, therefore, beseech Christian people everywhere 
to pray continually for the divine help and guidance. 

“We also further beseech you to unite in your several places of ibis wor- 
ship, as well as in your homes, in imploring God’s help and blessing.

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A New Word from Mexico 


OMETHING about our new Secretary for 
Mexico, the Rev. A. H. Mellen, was told 
in the January Recorp. In this issue we pre- 
sent something from him that makes good 
reading. The mail has brought copies of two 
letters, one by him and one by the bishop of 
Mexico, to the supporters and friends of the 
work of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
that land. Bishop Aves announces Mr. Mel- 
len’s new work in this cordial paragraph: 


You will, I know, be sorry as we all are 
here, to know that the Rev. A. H. Mellen, 
who has done such valiant and efficient serv- 
ice for the church here as archdeacon and 
as treasurer for the Board of Missions, has 
felt it incumbent on him to respond to a call 
from the American Bible Society to become 
its Agent for Mexico, and therefore to sever 
all official relationship with our work. This 
is a serious loss to us, and one difficult to 
make good. But I am quite certain that Mr. 
Mellen’s friends will need no assurances from 
me that he has been induced to this decision 
by a dutiful prompting and desire to do what 
he believes to be a larger and more important 
work. And it may also be taken for granted 
that Mr. Mellen’s deep interest in the church’s 
work here, which he will find many incidental 
opportunities to foster, will be in no way 
impaired. 

And now Mr. Mellen speaks for himself: 

Mexico City, January, 1919. 
To Our Many Good Friends and Generous 

Helpers: 

You will be surprised to learn that I have 
resigned as archdeacon and treasurer; but if 
you will read to the end of this letter the rea- 
son will be given. 

Mr. Mellen, after expressing his gratitude for 
past co-operation, and introducing Mr. Miller, 


resumes his reference to his new work. 


My New Work 

Do you suppose I have resigned in order to 
leave the country and give up the work of a 
missionary ? 

Guess once more. 

I have become the Agent of the American 
Bible Society for the whole republic; and I 
am sure you will be interested in some of my 
hopes and plans for the future. 

I shall keep right on living in my room in 
the Y. M. C. A. building, and Bishop Aves is 
going to have the adjoining room, and work 
and write in our room when he is in the city. 


On my travels to try to increase the circula- 
tion of the Bible in Mexico I shall be able to 
visit our own missions as well as many others, 
and of course I shall retaintmy interest in the 
girls of the Hooker School as well as in the 
other departments of our mission work. 


Story of the American Bible Society 

More than a hundred years ago, among the 
lonely hills of Wales, there lived a poor weaver . 
named Jones. He had one little daughter, 
and her name was Mary.- Neither the weaver 
nor his wife were able to read, but by a rare — 
good fortune a mission school was established 
in their neighborhood, and Mary went to the | 
school. The first book she found for reading 
outside of her simple lessons was the Bible, 
for the teacher had one. There was also one 
house where a Bible was owned; and so it 
happened that when Mary Jones was ten 
years old she had a great desire to possess a 
Bible. Now this was a very high ambition 
for a poor little Welsh girl, because Bibles 
were expensive luxuries in those days, and 
hard to get. 

The wife of the man who owned the Bible 
used to invite Mary to come to her house 
every Saturday afternoon to study her Sun- 
day-school lesson. 

Wasn't it a strange thing for a little girl to 
learn her Sunday-school lesson right out of 
the Bible itself? 

When this good woman found out that 
Mary wanted a Bible she said to her: “Mary, 
I am going to give you two hens for your 
very own, and you can sell the eggs and keep 
the money for your Bible.” ; 

Mary was ten years old at the time, and 
for six long years she worked and saved in 
order to buy a Bible. Finally she had enough 
money; but she had to walk way off over the 
hills for twenty miles to see good Pastor 
Charles, for he was the only man who had 
them for sale. With pride and joy she pro- 
duced her money and asked for a Bible, but 
he said: 

“Bibles are very costly, and I only send to 
London for one when it has been ordered. I 
am very sorry, but I have none for you.” 
She dropped down into a chair and sobbed 
and cried with a broken heart. . 

When the good man heard her story he 
gave her an old worn Welsh Bible, and very 
soon started for London, determined to do 
something to make Bibles cheaper for the 
poor people of Wales. As a result of his 
efforts, in the year 1804, was founded the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, and twelve

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years afterward the American Bible Society 
was formed. ma 

This has made me see the truth in the old 
nursery story, how the old woman started to 
market with her pig, and the pig refused to 
get over the stile; then the cow and the dog 
and the butcher and the rope were asked to 
help, and would do nothing till some real 
energy and determination was shown at the 
end of the line, and they all got busy, and 
the little pig got over the stile in a hurry. 

The work of these two great Bible Societies 
has been the literal fulfillment of the day of 
Pentecost, when every man heard in his own 
tongue wherein he was born the wonderful 
works of God. 

If one man and his little boy, representing

each language in which the Bible has been 
translated, should come to your church next 
Sunday morning, how many pews do you sup- 
pose they would fill? 

During the war the American Bible So- 
ciety, working with the Y. M. C. A., has fur- 
nished more than four million books for our 

boys at the front; but this is only a side issue, 
for the great presses all over the world go on, 
and the faithful colporteurs are all over the 
world selling the blessed Book. 

It is great to think of so lifting up the 
ponent of a whole nation at a time, and 
surely the hope and the peace of the world 
are wrapped up in the Bible. 

The work of Bible distribution, like that of 
the medical missionary, is very apt to go 


ahead of the missionary work of the church; 
and as I see Mexico at the present time this 
looks to me like a wonderful opportunity to 
lay foundations. 

Tue Bisie Society Recorp is a monthly 
paper sent out from the Bible House, Astor 
Place, New York City, at $1.00 a year, and 
will tell the story of my work as it goes on. 

The editor of The Spirit of Missions has 
asked me to send in a story occasionally, and 
this I fully expect to do. 


Telling Bible Stories 

For some years I have been trying to 
learn to tell Bible stories, and I assure you 
it is the greatest fun in the world. One 
of my favorites is ‘‘David the Giant-Kil- 
ler,’’ found in the sev- 
enteenth chapter of I. 
Samuel. 

Not long ago, when I 

was in the city of To- 
luca, getting ready for 
Sunday, I went into a 
cobbler’s shop and got 
a piece of strong leather 
cut in diamond shape, 
about five inches long; 
then I looked up some 
strong string, and made 
a sling, just like the ones 
I used to make and 
use for throwing stones 
when a boy on the farm. 
When I pull that sling 
out of my pocket in 
church the people begin 
to get interested, and it 
makes a fine ‘“‘point of 
contact”’ for telling the 
story. The sling is used 
by Mexican shepherds 
and cow herders. 
It may be possible to 
get people to reading the Bible as the great- 
est storybook in the world, for it certainly 
is. One very interesting feature of the work 
of the Bible Society is publishing parts of the 
Bible in raised points for the use of the blind; 
and I have already heard of some mission 
workers in the north doing work among the 
blind. : 

My work as Agent of the Society will be 
to import the books and send out colporteurs 
in different parts of the country to sell them, 
and try to teach people how to appreciate 
their contents. The gospel story seems to be 
the best place to begin. I will also do all I 
can to help the people who are in mission 
schools and evangelistic work to get all the 
Bibles and Gospels they are able to use. 
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But wherever I go, and whatever I do, I 
shall not forget the good friends and auxiliary 
branches that have been so true and helpful 
in the past. Yours very sincerely,

Mellen has already entered on his work is 
revealed in the following story from his pen 
about work done in the Christmas vacation: 


Making a Vacation Count 

There is in the city of Mexico a Union 
Theological Seminary where several bright 
young men from different parts of the country 
and various denominations are preparing for 
the work of the ministry. 

When the Rev. Mr. Jordan went away to 
Panama, leaving me in charge of the affairs 
of the Bible Society, I turned my thoughts to 
the students of this institution with a view to 
getting some work done during the vacation 
period, at Christmas time. I show you a 
picture of the three men who agreed to help 
me, and at the head of the line stands the 
Rev. Luis V. Rodriguez, who has done Bible 
work for several years. This picture was 
taken on the upper corridor of the Seminary 
building and shows the open court so common 
in these countries. 

Mr. Rodriguez with two of the men took a 
long journey over to the west coast of Mexico, 
visiting cities, small towns, and many mining 
centers. The other boy went in the opposite 
direction, by himself. 

They all encountered the dreadful influenza, 
and house after house where there were the 
sick, the dying, and the dead. They all fell 
ill themselves, and, from what they tell in the 
most offhand manner, they must have been 
in grave danger in little cheap hotels and with 
little care. 

All these conditions had a tendency to re- 


A First Trip in 


AVING visited Porto Rico, Cuba, and 
Santo Domingo, Dr. Marcial-Dorado 

has recently been spending some time at New 
Yorkin conference with headquarters. He pre- 
sented an interesting report of his visitation to 
the Foreign Agencies’ Committee of the Board. 
His knowledge of the Latin race and experi+ 
ence in Spanish countries has greatly facili- 
tated his acquaintance with, and reception 
by, those in authority and the Spanish and 
other gentry. While he thoroughly believes 
in the Society’s work for the mass of the peo- 
ple, he also wishes to see that prominent 
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duce the sales of books and increase the bills 
for necessary expenses. But I consider the 
results well worth what it has cost, and that 
it is a beginning in a very promising direction. 
Another time we shall make a more careful 
study of rail routes in order to avoid long 
journeys between points of work. At the next 
vacation period each one of these men will be 
fitted to take with him a younger man and 
go out in apostolic fashion, two by two. 

It seems to me that another very important 
feature of this plan, in looking to the future, 
is that each one of these men will soon be 
pastor of a congregation somewhere, and for 
all of his life we can depend on his active 
interest in Bible distribution, and in the care- 
ful training of colporteurs. As I have talked 
with these men, and studied the reports of 
their work, I find several things of interest. 

For example: They tell me that in the 
mining camps there are laborers from widely 
extended regions. The sales in these places, 
where all were getting good wages and steady 
work, were almost wholly of the little paper- 
covered Gospels, at five centavos each. But 
on teaching a place where regular missionary 
work was established the sales were almost 
entirely of Bibles, and not the cheap Bibles, — 
but the small, leather-bound books, a special 
demand being made for those with index — 
column in the middle of each page, with 
references for aid in study. As a matter of 
fact they have exhausted otr stock of these 
fine little books, and we.could sell a large num- 
ber at the present moment if we had them. 

It is strange that very few New Testaments’ 
were sold; only twenty-six by all four of the 
men in the entire period. : 

The personal association with these young 
men, who are preparing for the ministry, has 
been most interesting and inspiring to me, and 
I look forward with joy to its further develop- 
ment, even though other methods of distribu- 
tion are studied and tried as time goes on.

citizens and those in official positions are not 
neglected. Therefore, on going to any large 
center he has not only visited the missionaries 
and through them become acquainted with the 
situation among the population at large, but 
he has called also on the officials and met 
the business and social leaders of the com- 
munity. 2 

In Porto Rico he visited all the larger cities, 
preached in many of the churches and gave 
some lectures. He also visited the members of 
the American government and those in charge 
of the schools, and wrote for the newspapers. 
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concerning the important work he represents. 
The civil and military authorities and the 
journalists were very kind to him. 

In Santo Domingo he visited some of the 
larger cities of the South and several sugar 
plantations. Here also he worked with the mis- 
sionaries, and established friendly relations with 
the American authorities, the journalists and 
the higher classes at large. He found the few 
missionaries largely employed in work among 
the negroes, and regretted that more work 
was not being done among the white popula- 
tion whom he found eager to get the Bible, 
and anxious to hear the preaching of the Gos- 
pel. A lecture at the Spanish club, the lead- 
ing club of the island, got him in touch with 
some of the more important civil population. 

Connections with Haiti were difficult to 
make and he therefore proceeded next to 
Cuba. Here he visited nineteen cities and 
smaller towns and preached in many of them, 
while lecturing in others. While in Cuba he 
participated in the ‘‘Seven in One”’ drive 
under the direction of Dr. Mott, on behalf 
of funds for work among American soldiers.

Several religious papers gave interesting ac- 
counts of his work in connection with the 
American Bible Society, while other papers 
referred to his social life in Cuba, Porto Rico, 
and Santo Domingo when a guest of some of 
the leading men of the islands. Altogether, 
Dr. Marcial was much cheered by his recep- 
tion and opportunity, and the Committee of 
the Board were pleased with the prospect of 
the work in the West Indies. 

He is planning now to visit Venezuela, 
which has recently been made a part of the 
West Indies Agency, and other portions of his 
scattered field. One of the complications, 
which often unexpectedly arise, is delaying his 
departure. He had come expecting to return 
within a month and passport facilities were 
assured him on this understanding. He en- 
gaged passage accordingly. Suddenly the date 
of sailing was deferred by the steamship 
company, the month elapsed, and now there 
is delay over obtaining another passport! 
However, the war difficulties we hope will 
soon cease to obstruct the work of our Agency 
Secretaries.

In this con- 
nection something of the fruit of the distribu- 
tion of Scriptures to Japanese prisoners, 1m1- 
tiated by Dr. Schwartz, will be read with in- 
terest. Mr. Aurell, at present in charge in 
Japan, tells the following story: ae 

Not long ago a lawyer friend was eating in a 
restaurant in the business part of Tokyo where a 
number of lawyers gather at noon for lunch. This 
friend was paying no attention to the conversation. 
going on about him, being at a table by himself, 
when his attention was suddenly arrested by hearing: 
a certain name. Four or five lawyers were discussing 
a notorious criminal case which at that time was. 
filling the newspapers. Sensation had followed sensa- 
tion, when almost at the moment when another man. 
was to have been hanged for the crime, the real criminal 
appeared and confessed, giving as his reason for doing 
so that he had learned to know God. The lawyers. 
in conversation were exclaiming about the extra- 
ordinaty occurrence of a man untouched by evidence- 
giving himself up to an undoubted death. None of. 
the lawyers were Christians apparently. One of them,. 
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however, who happened to have charge of the case, 
closed the discussion by saying: 4 ; 

“Well, you may say what you will, but there is 
some power in Christianity. The man is utterly 
changed. When one sees him in prison one feels that 
one is comforted by the sight of the radiant 
face he bears rather than that one goes to 
comfort him.

The Bible in the Orient 


By Floyd R. Maynord 


S'* years ago, in the midst of a message 
to the state legislature, the governor of 
Michigan declared, ‘‘The Bible is our consti- 
tution of Christian civilization.’ Seventeen 
years ago the Vice-President of the United 
States said in a public address that ‘“‘the 
teachings of the Bible are so interwoven and 
entwined with our whole civic and social life 
that it would be literally—I do not mean 
figuratively, I mean literally—impossible for 
us to figure to ourselves what that life would 
be if these teachings were removed.” From 
these statements of Mr. Osborn and Mr. 
Roosevelt: we lay claim to the boundlessness 
of a discussion of the Bible in America. Much 
more is this subject a boundless one for the 
Orient; the largest, most populous and most 
ancient region in all the earth, inhabited by 
benighted, blighted, superstitious millions who 
are waiting to bury in ruin, like a latent 
supertitanic volcano, or to build and ‘solidify, 
the coming age. Wondrous, kaleidoscopic, 


revolutionizing Orient! Future ages and eter- 
nity will no more than suffice to tell the mar- 
velous story of the Bible in the Orient. We 
have assembled under this title some facts, 
together with the opinions of a few recognized 
authorities, according to our own ideas, which 


are based largely upon the experience of three 


brief years spent in the Orient. 

The chief agents of Bible distribution in 
the Orient are the Bible Societies. The larg- 
est of these societies are the British and For- 
eign Bible Society, which was formed in 1804; 


the American Bible Society, which was or- | 


ganized in 1816; and the National Bible 
Society of Scotland, which was organized 


much later than the other two and is a little 


more practical in its methods. In many 
instances the Agents of the Bible Societies 
are real missionary scouts—going from mis- 
sion to mission, from city to city, and often 
sowing the good seed of the Word of God in 
regions that have not been reached by the 
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missionary or by his very worthy aide-de- 
camp, the native worker. 
Before Gospels or other portions of the 
Seriptures are sold at popular prices two 
great tasks must be accomplished. Transla- 
tion is the preliminary undertaking. Doctor 
Julius Richter says, ‘“‘ The work of translating 
the Bible has from the first occupied a dis- 
tinguished place on the programme of evan- 
gelical missions. The work accomplished is of 
a very high order; in fact, it is in many ways 
perfect in its kind. The task is a stupendous 
one.” The Commission on the Church in the 
Mission Field reported to the Edinburgh Con- 
ference, ‘‘The work of translation has called 
out the highest and best powers of a great 
variety and a great company of men. Men 
who had made no pretension to scholarship 
have found themselves by the force of cir- 
cumstances compelled to begin the gracious 
work among ignorant people. Men of the 
highest intellectual qualifications ‘have de- 
voted their lives to the great task.’’ The 
Bible has been translated into the ancient 
and highly developed literary languages of 
the Orient, and it has also been translated 
into many Oriental dialects which had not 
previously been reduced to writing. People 
who know that a century ago Robert Morri- 
son translated the Bible into Chinese, and 
that a few years later Adoniram Judson trans- 
lated the book into Burmese, while William 
Carey was responsible for the translation of 
at least some portion of the Scripture into 
thirty-five of the languages and dialects of 
India, do not always appreciate what it has 
cost to translate the Bible into the speech of 
the Orientals. Carey had unusual ability and 
he did a great work, but his whole life work 
made only a small beginning in his chosen 
field. Worthy successors have carried-on the 
work through all these years, and they must 
toil on until in each of the one hundred and 
forty-seven languages and dialects of India a 
standard Bible has been written. In China 
a translation which would appeal to the 
literati would not be at all suitable for a 
larger class who have received only a prac- 
tical education, and again, vast areas could 
be reached only through some vernacular 
translation. The Rev. J. Macgowan, in the 
introduction to his English and Chinese Dic- 
tionary, says: ‘“‘The Amoy dialect is one of 
four principal dialects which, with their varie- 
ties, are spoken by at least seven millions of 
people.” Likewise each empire and each little 
state offers to the translator its own peculiar 
problems. It has not been an easy task to 
‘make scores and scores of original transla- 
tions, but the task has been even greater 
han this, for it has generally been found 
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necessary to make careful and laborious re- 
visions of these original productions. In 
many cases the revising process has continued 
beyond the first revision, and carefully selected 
men of a succeeding generation have con- 
centrated their best efforts upon the holy 
undertaking. 

To publish these translations so as to cater 
to the customs of strange peoples, and at the 
same time meet the demands arising from 
climatic and other local conditions, has been 
of itself a great task. It is greatly to the 
credit of the Bible Societies that they have 
done all this with efficiency and economy. 
Our Master described the Word of God as 
“the seed” when explaining his parable of 
the four soils. And this suggests to us that 
the translators may be compared to horti- 
culturists taking a useful plant from one 
country and producing from it a new variety 
which thrives in another land and climate. 
As horticulturists would place an approved 
new variety in the hands of nurserymen who 
would increase the stock with all speed and 
care, so these spiritual horticulturists have 
their nurseries; they are the Bible society and 
denominational publishing house. And our 
spiritual nurserymen, in turn, deal out to 
merchants, the missionaries, who distribute 
the precious seed to faithful farmers; namely, 
the native workers and laymen of the great 
Church of Jesus Christ in Asia. And they 
are like good agriculturists everywhere in 
respect to the rapid distribution of good seed. 
Dr. Eugene P. Dunlap, of Siam, once told 
me of a man who gathered quite a following 
of believers about him before he had had the 
privilege of meeting any Christian or of read- 
ing more than some small portions of the 
New Testament. Millions of copies of the 
Bible or its parts have been circulated among 
the nations ‘“‘east of Suez.’ Two societies 
have engaged in this work in the Philippine 
Islands since about the beginning of the 
American régime. The New Testament is 
being sold in China for three cents. The 
Bible is selling better than any other book in 
Korea to-day. In Japan more than five mil- 
lion copies of the Bible or its parts have been 
sold. In Persia this has been a prominent 
feature of missionary activities, as also in 
Turkey and Arabia. In India, as in China, 
the book has been very widely circulated, 
yet not in proportion to the population or 
the demand. At least some portion of the 
Bible has .been translated into nearly every 
language spoken in the Moslem world, while 
the Koran is generally circulated only in 
Arabic. Editions for the blind have been 
prepared in two Chinese dialects. os

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 
HE tenth stated meeting of the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible Society 
in its one hundred and third year was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, New York, on 
Thursday, February 6, 1919, at 3.30 p.m, 


_ President James Wood in the chair. 
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Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Chaplain Daniel Couve, of Paris, France, 
chaplain of the Fifty-ninth Infantry, wearing 
the Croix de Guerre—formerly a missionary 
in the Franch Congo and a delegate to the 
Edinburgh Missionary Conference of 1910. 
After the reading of a portion of the twelfth 
chapter of Hebrews he offered prayer in 
French. 

At the invitation of the President Chaplain 
Couve then spoke of his experiences in the 
war, with special reference to the work of the 
American Bible Society and the very great 
help it had rendered the Bible Society of 
France in the supply of Scriptures. 

On the recommendation of the Committee 
on Ways and Means, to which the matter had 
been referred, Mr. Frank H. Mann, of New 
York City, was elected a Secretary of the 
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American Bible Society, to fill the vacancy 
created by the retirement of Dr. John Fox. — 

Mr. E. Francis Hyde and Mr. William H. 
Harris were elected Vice-Presidents of the 
American Bible Society. 

Mrs. Theodore Weston and Mr. Frederick 
Harris, were also yelected Managers of the 
American Bible Society. 

On the recommendation of the Committee 
on Foreign Agencies, $1,000 worth of the new 
Spanish Testaments were placed at Dr. Mar- 
cial-Dorado’s disposal for distribution among 
the soldiers in Cuba, and $500 worth for dis- 
tribution in Porto Rico, at half cost. This 
donation is from the Army and Navy Fund. 

On recommendation of the Committee on 
Auxiliaries and Home Agencies, the names of 
ten auxiliary Bible Societies which are de- 
funct were dropped from the roll of societies, 
as were those of three from which no word 
has come in five or more years. 

The Board approved of Corresponding Sec- 
retary Haven accepting membership on the 
Committee of One Hundred, of the Interchurch 
World Movement in North America. 

An appeal to the Christian public was pre- 
sented and approved. It will be found on 
page 39 of this number of the REcorD. 

Vice-President Cutting proposed the ap- 
pointment of a committee to consider the 
subject of some form of union for world-wide 
co-operation of all the national Bible Societies 
of the world. The proposal was supported 
and the chair requested to appoint such a 
committee. 

The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees were presented and approved. 

The Secretaries announced that Mrs. John 
S. Kennedy and Mrs. Finley J. Shepard had 
accepted election as Vice-Presidents of the 
Society. 

A letter was presented from Dr. Ezra S. 
Tipple accepting his appointment to the Com- 
mittee on Versions. 

The Secretaries reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of January: 

To Brazil, 6,100 volumes, valued at 
$1,070.88; to Panama Canal and Central 
America, 22,481 volumes, valued at $2,510.27; 
to La Plata, 1,850 volumes, valued at $545.91; 
to Mexico, 49,900 volumes, valued at $1,370.76. 
Total, 80,331 volumes, valued at $5,497.82. 

The issues from the Bible House during the 
month of January were 173,839 volumes.
